(2)  HOSPITAL  FACILITIES 


The  Northwich  Rural  District,  apart  from  Tarporley,  lies  within 
the  Manchester  Regional  Hospital  Board's  area,  whose  offices  are  at 
Cheetwood  Road,  Manchester,  8,  Telephone  number  -  Deansgate  6441 5 
Tarporley  being  within  the  Liverpool  Regional  Hospital  Board's  area, 
whose  offices  are  at  Pearl  Assurance  House,  55,  Castle  Street, 
Liverpool,  2,  Telephone  number  -  Central  8464. 

(3)  LABORATORY  FACILITIES 


Specimens  and  samples  taken  by  the  Health  Department  are 
submitted  for  examination  to  the  Chester  Public  Health  Laboratory. 

(4)  AMBULANCE  SERVICE 


The  ambulance  service  is  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  is 
under  radio  control  from  central  control  at  County  Hall,  Chester. 

All  999  calls  made  by  members  of  the  public  are  immediately  connected 
to  this  central  control.  The  arrangement  for  non-urgent  calls  is 
that  the  patient  or  general  practitioner  should  ring  the  Northwich 
Depot  -  Telephone  Number  :  Northwich  3355. 


SECTION  III 
NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS,  1948  -  1951 


Section  47 


Under  this  Section  when  persons  (a)  are  suffering  from  grave 
chronic  disease  or,  being  aged,  infirm  or  physically  incapacitated, 
are  living  in  insanitary  conditions,  and  (b)  are  unable  to  devote  to 
themselves,  and  are  not  receiving  from  other  persons,  proper  care 
and  attention,  the  local  authority  may  apply  to  a  Court  of  Summary 
Jurisdiction  for  an  Order  to  remove  the  person  to  a  suitable  place. 

With  regard  to  the  expeditious  procedure  as  laid  down  in  the 
National  Assistance  (Amendments)  Act,  1951,  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  or  any  duly  qualified  person  acting  for  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  is  authorised  by  the  Council  to  make  the  requisite 
application  to  a  Justice  of  the  Peace. 

Section  50 


Under  this  Section  the  Council  has  the  duty  to  arrange  for  the 
burial  of  any  person  who  has  died  in  their  area,  if  no  suitable 
arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  the  body  are  being  made. 

No  action  was  necessary  during  the  year  under  either  of  these 
Sections  of  the  Act.

However  other  samples  taken  from  the  supplier  were  satisfactory. 


Infectious  Hepatitis 

Several  cases  of  this  disease  occurred  during  the  year  in  Barnton. 
The  opportunity  was  taken  to  co-operate  with  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service  who  were  carrying  out  a  trial  to  determine  the  effectiveness 
of  Gamma  Globulin  in  preventing  the  spread  of  this  disease  amongst  a 
day  school  population.

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WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  water  supply  is  provided  by  the  Mid  and  South  East  Cheshire 
Water  Board  whose  offices  are  at  Weaverham  Grange,  Hartford,  Northwich. 
The  supply  of  the  area  has  been  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and 
quantity.  It  is  not  liable  to  have  a  plumbo-solvent  action.  Details 
of  the  number  of  dwellings  and  population  supplied  with  mains  water, 
either  direct  or  by  means  of  a  standpipe,  are  included  in  the  Appendix 
attached  to  this  Report. 

The  Water  Board  has  sent  for  information,  copies  of  the  Analyst’s 
reports  on  73  samples  of  water  taken  by  them  -  all  were  satisfactory. 

In  addition,  eight  samples  of  water  from  premises  within  the 
area  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  by  the  Department 
for  examination.  Seven  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  and  one  unsatis¬ 
factory.  The  latter  were  from  a  private  supply  which  has  been 
discontinued  and  replaced  by  mains  water. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  following  statement,  for  which  I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  J.B.  Birtwistle, 
the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  to  the  Council,  sets  out  in  some  detail  the  main 
drainage  scheme  of  the  Council  during  1967s- 

Cotebrook 

The  extension  of  the  sewerage  system  in  Cotebrook  was  completed 
to  deal  with  the  properties  in  the  area  extending  from  the  Chapel  to  the 
Council's  houses  in  Eaton  Lane. 

Davenham 

A  very  old  length  of  sewer  in  Hartford  Road,  Davenham,  caused  trouble 
by  reason  of  defects  and  collapse  in  certain  sections,  and  the  length 
from  London  Road  as  far  as  Firths  Fields  was  completely  re-laid  by  contract. 

Delamere 

An  extension  of  the  sewerage  system  serving  the  Council's  housing 
development  in  Stoney  Lane  was  carried  out  to  deal  with  properties  further 
along  the  lane  where  troubles  in  connection  with  sewage  disposal  had 
come  about. 

Hartford 

The  length  of  main  outfall  sewer  in  School  Lane  from  a  point  just 
below  Whitehall  as  far  as  The  Green  was  found  to  be  defective,  in  a 
number  of  places  collapse  had  occurred,  and  there  was  obstruction  by 
tree  roots.  The  contractor  commenced  work  on  the  replacement  of  this  in 
September . 

Lostock  Gralam 

An  amendment  to  the  sewerage  system  was  carried  out  at  the  junction 
of  Manchester  Road  and  Griffiths  Road  to  relieve  conditions  in  this 
sewer  at  times  of  heavy  storm. 

Tarpor ley 

A  small  extension  to  the  sewerage  system  was  completed  to  serve  the 
new  Rectory  and  some  adjoining  Church  premises. 

Wincham 

An  extension  to  the  sewerage  system  was  carried  out  in  Wincham  Lane 
to  serve  proposed  industrial  development. 


During  the  year,  a  great  deal  of  work  was  done  in  connection  with  the 
design  and  preparation  of  detail  plans,  etc.,  fors- 

1.  A  new  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme  for  the  Village  of 
Crowton  which  in  the  Autumn  was  the  subject  of  investigation 
by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 
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2.  The  final  preparation  of  details  of  the  extension  and 
reconstruction  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  to  serve 
the  Parish  of  Cuddington  was  proceeded  with. 

3.  The  basic  design  of  a  new  Sewage  Treatment  Works  to 
serve  the  Village  of  Tarporley  was  completed,  but 
further  detailing  held  in  abeyance  pending  the  report 
on  a  Village  Plan. 

4.  Detailed  design  was  proceeded  with  for  proposals  to 
extend  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  for  the  Village  of 
Utkinton. 

Due  to  a  shortage  of  staff,  it  was  not  found  possible  to  proceed, 
as  intended,  with  details  for  the  reconstruction  and  extension  of  the 
Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Davenham  which  are  also  to  accommodate  the 
sewage  from  Hartford  and  Rudheath.  Similarly  in  connection  with  a 
complete  new  Sewage  Disposal  Works  to  serve  the  Village  of  Lostock 
Gralam.  This  also  applied  to  a  new  trunk  sewer  to  serve  the  eastern 
area  of  Barnton,  and  an  extension  to  the  pumping  station  at  Mereheath 
which  serves  part  of  Davenham  and  the  village  of  Moulton,  and  the 
hamlett  of  Bostock  Green. 

CLOSET  CONVERSION  -  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  Section  47  (iv) 

Owners  continued  to  avail  themselves  to  the  facilities  offered 
by  closet  conversion  grants  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  or 
Standard  Grant  procedure  for  the  provision  of  water  closets  and 
connections  to  main  sewer.  Five  closet  conversion  grants  were  paid 
during  the  year. 

CESSPOOL  EMPTYING 


The  Cesspool  Emptiers  emptied  564  septic  tanks  and  cesspools 
throughout  the  year,  and  at  the  same  time  maintained  a  weekly 
nightsoil  collection. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICES 


Large  private  housing  developments  are  still  taking  place  in 
Hartford,  Barnton,  Moulton  and  smaller  ones  in  Lostock  Gralam  and 
Wincham. 

The  Council  purchased  four  75  cu.  yd.  refuse  vehicles  to 
facilitate  collection  from  the  district  with  this  and  future  develop¬ 
ment  in  mind. 

Certain  technical  difficulties  have  been  experienced  with  the 
loading  mechanism  of  these  vehicles  and  this  is  the  subject  of  discussion 
with  the  manufacturers.  It  is  hoped  that  these  setbacks  will  be  solved 
in  the  near  future. 

Allied  to  this  has  been  the  continued  shortage  of  suitable  labour 
and  a  high  sickness  time  loss  totalling  some  1,480  man  days.  In 
consequence  the  Department  has  experienced  great  difficulty  in  maintain¬ 
ing  a  regular  service  particularly  after  statutory  holiday  periods. 

A  total  of  3,136  loads  of  refuse  were  removed  and  disposed  of 
during  the  year.  This  again  shows  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  loads 
as  compared  to  the  previous  year  which  is  as  in  1965  and  is  once  again 
due  to  the  operation  and  the  increased  capacity  of  the  Eagle  Vehicles.

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DESTRUCTION  OF  RATS  AND  MICE 


The  Rodent  Operative  has  carried  out  1,674  operational  visits 
in  the  treatment  of  553  premises.  A  "free  service"  treatment  to 
dwelling  houses  is  carried  out  and  treatment  of  business  premises  is 
under  the  terms  of  contracts  between  the  Council  and  occupiers. 

The  total  income  from  this  source  amounted  to  £572.  Other 
premises  are  cleared  of  rodents  on  a  rechargeable  time  and  materials 
basis.  The  income  from  this  work  was  £51.

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INSECT  PESTS 


Once  again  there  were  large  numbers  of  complaints  of  ant  infestation 
in  houses  and  these  have  been  dealt  with  by  the  Department.  Assistance 
has  also  been  given  to  householders  with  the  problem  of  eradication  of 
wasps  nests. 

A  complaint  was  received  during  the  year  from  a  resident  in  Sandiway 
that  the  space  over  the  lead  covered  bay  window  to  his  house  was  infested 
with  bats.  After  discussion  with  the  Ministry  it  was  decided  to  treat 
this  area  by  using  sulphur  candles.  A  large  number  of  bats  were  killed 
by  this  method  and  the  infestation  successfully  dealt  with.

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BRUCELLOSIS

Following  receipt  of  information  from  the  County  Medical  Officer 
that  a  bulk  sample  of  milk  from  a  farm  in  Crowton  was  strongly  Ring 
Test  positive,  individual  sampling  of  the  herd  showed  that  one  cow 
was  infected. 

The  farmer  sent  his  milk  for  pasteurisation  apart  from  a  small 
quantity  of  raw  milk  sold  to  a  neighbour.  In  view  of  this  a  Regulation 
20  Notice  was  not  made  as  satisfactory  arrangements  were  made  for  the 
isolation  of  the  infected  cow  prior  to  its  disposal  which  was  effected 
within  a  few  days. 

Farm  B 


On  receipt  of  information  from  the  County  Medical  Officer  that 
Brucella  Organisms  had  been  isolated  from  a  bulk  sample  of  milk  taken 
from  a  farm  in  Utkinton  a  Regulation  20  Notice  was  served.  Investigations 
by  the  farmer’s  Veterinary  Surgeon  showed  that  at  least  five  cows  were 
infected  and  in  view  of  this  the  owner  decided  to  relinquish  his  licence 
to  sell  untreated  milk.  Following  this  the  Regulation  20  Notice  was 
withdrawn. 

Farm  C 


Information  was  received  from  the  County  Medical  Officer  that  Brucella 
Organisms  had  been  isolated  from  a  bulk  sample  of  milk  from  a  farm  in 
Stanthorne.  A  Regulation  20  Notice  was  served  and  subsequent  investigations 

by-'a  Veterinary  Surgeon  showed  that  the  cow  was  culture  positive  and 
two  cows  were  ring  test  positive.  The  former  animal  was  removed  from 
the  herd  and  after  confirmation  by  the  Veterinary  Surgeon  that  the  ring 
test  positive  cows  had  completed  their  period  of  lactation  the  Regulation 
20  Notice  was  withdrawn. 

ICE-CREAM  (HEAT  TREATMENT)  REGULATIONS ,  1947/52. 

The  one  ice-cream  factory  in  the  area  has  been  visited,  and  conditions 
there  are  satisfactory. 

MEAT  INSPECTION 


The  five  slaughterhouses  in  the  area  were  all  re-licensed.  One 
hundred  per  cent  meat  inspection  was  carried  out  by  your  Inspectors  and 
this  continued  to  entail  some  seven  hours  overtime  each  week. 

1,023  visits  were  paid  to  slaughterhouses  and  15,696  carcases  were 
inspected^  6,726  lbs.  of  meat  being  condemned. 

All  condemned  meat  was  removed  for  processing  as  fertilizer  or  bone 
meal  by  registered  operators  from  Crewe  and  Hyde. 

The  outbreak  of  foot  and  mouth  disease  in  October  affected  the 
Slaughterhouses  in  the  area.  The  closure  of  the  cattle  markets  and 
restrictions  on  the  transport  of  live  cattle  meant  that  the  operators 
have  had  to  kill  at  unusual  hours  and  all  the  cattle  brought  into 
slaughterhouses  had  to  be  killed  the  same  day.

Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Report  for  1967 • 

Steady  progress  has  been  made  in  bringing  together  into  a  single  team, 
various  members  of  the  County  Health  Department  operating  at  divisional  level. 

This  can  only  lead-  to  an  improvement  in  the  services  to  the  public,  will  decrease 
the  professional  isolation  of  some  staff  and  enable  all  sections  to  contribute, 
within  the  framework  of  the  policy  laid  down  by  the  County  Medical  Officer,  to  the 
development  of  our  services  within  the  Division,  In  this  connection  I  particularly 
welcome  the  Area  Mental  Welfare  Officer’s  contribution  to  this  report. 

With  effect  from  1st  October,  1967,  1  was  appointed  Divisional  Medical 
Officer  to  the  Runcorn  Division  in  addition  to  Mid-Cheshire.  This  reflects  a 
changing  policy,  in  which  Division  Medical  Officer’s  will  be  relieved  of  routine 
administrative  duties,  and  be  enabled  to  devote  more  time  to  purely  medical 
administration  and  the  development  of  a  community  health  programme.  Given  this 
change  in  policy  it  is  possible  to  adequately  cope  with  tv;o  Divisions  with  the 
assurance  that  in  the  event  of  any  major  emergency,  additional  assistance  will  be 
available  from  the  County  Council’s  medical  staff. 

With  the  proposed  appointment  of  an  Area  Nursing  Officer  in  1968  who  will 
cover  both  Divisions,  one  sees  developing  a  management  team  of  senior  officers 
under  the  leadership  of  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer,  responsible  for  the  day 
to  day  management  of  an  integrated  Health  Service  team  -  a  very  necessaiy  pre¬ 
requisite  to  close  liaison  with  the  hospital  and  general  practitioner  services. 

The  year  has  been  one  of  steady  expansion  of  most  of  our  services.  This 
does  not  apply  to  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics  and  I  look  forward  to  the  results  of 
the  current  re-appraisal  of  their  function  by  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  improving 
the  facilities  for  the  handicapped.  Now  that  a  much  closer  liaison  exists  with  the 
Mental  Welfare  Section  it  will  be  possible  to  move  towards  the  joint  use  of  certain 
of  these  facilities  e.g.  the  proposed  Work  Centre.  This  will  be  of  considerable 
benefit  to  the  patient  who  is  well  on  the  way  to  recovery  from  a  mental  illness 
but  not  yet  fit  to  return  to  normal  work.  For  this  to  be  a  success  there  will 
have  to  be  careful  selection  of  patients  and  close  contact  with  the  Mental  Welfare 
Officers.  If  our  experience  proves  satisfactory  there  seems  to  be  no  reason  why 
this  joint  participation  in  group  activities  should  not  be  extended.  This  will 
depend,  however,  on  the  availability  of  trained  staff  having  a  knowledge  of  the 
particular  problems  of  the  mentally  ill,  to  supervise  the  group. 

I  could  not  close  this  foreword  without  expressing  my  appreciation  to  the 
many  voluntary  workers  whose  invaluable  assistance  makes  many  of  our  services 
possible. 

Finally,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  I  wish  to  thank  you  for  your  interest  and 
support  during  the  year,  and  Mr.  Durrad,  Mr.  Large  and  the  members  of  the 
Divisional  Staff  for  their  co-operation  and  assistance.

Y/ELFARE  food  distribution 

There  was  a  substantial  drop  in  the  sales  of  National  Dried  Milk  and  for 
the  first  time  a  reversal  in  the  previously  uniform  annual  increase  in  sales 
of  Proprietary  Foods.  Food  selling  times  have  not  been  changed  and  undoubtedly 
the  increasing  development  of  supermarkets  is  affecting  the  sales.  Mothers  can 
now,  in  many  cases,  purchase  baby  foods  at  competitive  prices  when  doing  their 
normal  shopping. 

With  the  publication  of  the  Sheldon  Report  on  the  future  development  of 
Child  Welfare  Centres,  I  hope  that  the  policy  of  selling  Proprietary  Foods  will 
be  reviewed. 

During  the  year  it  was  possible  to  transfer  responsibility  for  Welfare  Food 
sales  at  Tarporley  to  the  W.R.V.S,  and  I  would  liko  to  express  my  appreciation 
to  members  of  the  W.R.V.S.  for  their  assistance.

The  nine  cases  of  Dysentery  occurred  in  two  related  families  with  young 
children  who  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  together.  Re-infections  occurred 
amongst  members  .of  the  families  despite  intensive  .visiting  by  the  Publio 
Health  Inspector  and  Health  Visitor  and  a  period  of  nearly  four  months  elapsed 
before  we  were  able  to  say  that  the  families  were  free  from  infection. 
Fortunately  no  cases  occurred  outside  these  families. 

Encephalitis 

Tito  cases  of  acute  virus  encephalitis  which  had  occurred  in  Tarporley 
were  notified  in  July. 

Food  Poisoning 

Three  members  of  a  family  in  Cuddington  were  notified  as  suffering  from 
suspected  food  poisoning.  The  suspected  article  of  food  was  sausage  but  none 
of  the  batch  consumed  was  left.  No  food  poisoning  organisms  were  isolated 
from  the  patients  or  samples  of  sausages  taken  from  the  original  supplier.

Briefly  the  scheme  operates  as  follows s- 

The  Health  Visitor  requests  the  consent  of  the  parents  to 
their  child  s  immunisation.  At  the  same  time  they  indicate 
whether  they  wish  the  procedure  to  be  carried  out  by  their 
General  Practitioner  at  his  surgery  or  at  a  County  Council 
c  inic.  This  information  is  then  fed  into  the  computer 
and  when  the  child  is  throe  months  old,  and  subsequently 
as  required  the  computer  prints  an  appointment  card  which 
is  sent  to  the  parent.  At  the  same  time,  a  detailed  list 
is  sent  to  the  General  Practitioner  or  Clinic  Doctor 
indicating  the  names  of  the  children  called  for  immunisation 
and  giving  details  of  the  procedure  to  be  carried  out 
Children  who  fail  to  attend  are  automatically  sent  up* to 
three  reminders,  following  which  details  of  the  child  are 
sent  to  the  Divisiona!

Social  Provisions 


Social  Club 


This  continues  to  meet  on  alternate  weeks  and  has  enjoyed  a  very  varied 
programme.  A  particularly  pleasing  development  has  been  the  increasing 
acceptance  by  the  Club  Committee  of  responsibility  for  the  progress  of  the 
Club.  This  Committee  acts  as  an  umbrella  covering  all  the  activities  for 
the  physically  handicapped  in  the  Division,  so  that  in  addition  to  acting  as 
.a  liaison  Committee,  increasingly  the  Club  representatives  on  the  Committee 
are  bringing  forward  new  ideas  for  extending  the  scope  of  the  services. 

Handicraft  Group 

This  has  continued  to  thrive  and  towards  the  end  of  the  year  arrangements 
were  made  for  the  Club  to  meet  weekly  instead  of  fortnightly.  It  is  staffed 
by  two  teachers  supplied  by  the  Education  Department. 

Cultural  Evening  Group 

The  programme  was  a  little  disrupted  due  to  unavoidable  changes  of 
leaders  for  the  music  class.  ¥ e  were  fortunate,  however,  in  obtaining  the 
services  of  Mr.  Peartree,  Music  Master  at  Sir  John  Deane’s  Grammar  School, 
who  will,  I  am  sure,  make  a  great  contribution  to  the  development  of  this 
group.  Mr.  Rowley  continues  to  take  the  art  class,  in  addition  to  organising 
the  transport  rota. 

Summer  Holiday 

The  Mid-Cheshire  Association  for  the  Physically  Handicapped  organised 
the  Annual  Holiday  and  sixteen  members  and  friends  enjoyed  a  week  at 
The  Doric  Hotel,  Blackpool,  during  May.  The  Divisional  Health  Committee  again 
made  a  contribution  of  £5  per  member  and  paid  the  expenses  of  the  Red  Cross 
Nurse  who  accompanied  the  party. 

Swimming  Club 

The  Swimming  Club  commenced  in  May  and  at  the  close  of  the  season  fourteen 
members  were  attending.  This  could  not  possibly  have  functioned  successfully 
without  the  close  co-operation  of  Mr.  Halt on,  Baths  Manager,  and  members  of 
the  Swimming  Club  and  voluntary  helpers.  In  addition  to  Mr.  Halt on,

Plans  for  the  Future 


Work  Centre 


To  commence  in  January  on  one  morning  per  week  initially.  This  is  a 
joint  project  with  Captain  Booth  of  the  Salvation  Army.  The  members  who  wish 
to  attend  have  agreed  that  any  financial  benefits  will  be  shared  equally  and 
look  upon  this  group  as  merely  an  extension  of  their  other  group  activities. 
This  is  a  most  interesting  and  gratifying  attitude  reflecting  as  it  does,  the 
spirit  which  has  been  engendered  amongst  the  members  of  the  Highfield  Club. 

The  major  problem  of  such  a  development  is  the  provision  of  suitable 
contract  work.  To  overcome  this  it  is  intended  in  the  intial  stages  at  least, 
to  ’farm  out’  work  from  the  Adult  Training  Centre  to  the  Work  Centre.

CAR  BADGES  FOR  THE  PHYSICALLY  HANDICAPPED 

Persons  who  are  seriously  handicapped  and -can  only  walk  a  very  limited 
distance  are  eligible  to  receive,  on  application,  two  stick-on  car  badges 
identifying  them  as  physically  handicapped.  This  scheme  was  introduced  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health  in  an  effort  to  assist  such  drivers  to  receive  extra 
consideration  when  parking,  but  it  must  bo  remembered  that  possession  of  the 
badges  does  not  confirm  any  legal  rights  whatsoever.

DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE 


During  1967  there  was  an  increase  of  25^  in  the  number  of  cases  and  a 
21  io  increase  in  the  hours  provided  compared  with  the  previous  year.  Although 
the  bulk  of  the  additional  hours  was  given  to  the  over  65  age  group,  I 
anticipate  a  considerable  increase  in  demand  for  assistance  in  maternity  cases 
during  1968,  principally  due  to  the  increase  in  population  in  Wins ford. 

The  Good  Neighbour  Scheme  was  launched  during  1967  an^  operated  quite 
successfully  in  several  carefully  selected  cases. 

Inevitably,  with  rising  costs,  the  maximum  charge  for  the  service  was 
raised  from  4/9d.  to  5/6d.  an  hour  on  the  2nd  October,  1967.  The  only  other 
significant  financial  change  during  the  year  was  the  introduction  of  a  n ew 
assessment  scale  and  the  abolition  of  the  'Future  Recovery  Scheme'.

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MID -CHESHIRE  MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 


The  function  of  a  social  work  agency  falls  into  three  categories,  work 
with  individuals  (casework);  work  with  groups  of  people,  for  social  theraputic 
purposes  (groupwork) ;  and  work  with  and  in  the  community.  Most  cases  referred 
to  the  Mental  Health  Service  come  direct  from  the  General  Practitioner,  whilst 
others  are  referred  from  the  Hospital  Service.  The  Mental  Welfare  Officer 
works  as  part  of  a  team  with  the  General  Practitioner  and  Hospital  Services, 
and  also  works  in  liaison  with  the  many  other  services  that  can  he  of  assis¬ 
tance  to  the  individual  e.g.  Ministries  of  Labour  and  Social  Security, 

Children's  and  Welfare  Departments,  Domestic  Help  Service  etc. 

Work  with  individuals  can  lead  to  identifying  problems  which  nay  be 
common  to  a  number  of  people.  When  this  happens  then  it  is  for  the  Service 
to  try  and  meet  the  needs  of  this  particular  group.  Dpring  the  year  it  was 
felt  that  there  was  a  need  to  form  a  social  group  in  order  to  bring  together 
people  who  needed  stimulation  through  group  activities,  and  so  it  was  that  in 
June,  the  Russett  Social  Club  at  Veaverham  was  started.  It  is  attended  by 
nearly  thirty  people  who  find  it  difficult  to  participate  in  social  activities 
normally  held  in  the  community.  It  meets  once  a  fortnight,  and  is  attended 
by  Dr.  H.  Eaton  the  Consultant  Psychiatrist  at  Crossley  Hospital,  and  also 
by  Mental  Welfare  Officers. 

With  the  agreement  of  the  Northwich  and  District  Handicapped  Children's 
Society,  the  social  club  for  the  Adult  Mentally  Handicapped  became  the 
responsibility  of  a  Committee  with  representatives  from  the  Health  Department, 
Youth  Service  and  the  Handicapped  Children's  Society.  The  purpose  of  the  Club 
is  to  provide  social  activities  for  the  Mentally  Handicapped  living  in  the 
Mid-Cheshire  area,  and  many  members  travel  to  the  Club  by  public  transport. 

This  is  to  be  commended  and  encouraged,  as  it  helps  to  build  up  confidence  in 
the  individual  and  helps  him  on  the  road  to  social  independence.  The  Club 
meets  once  a  fortnight  at  the  Adult  Training  Centre,  but  the  Management 
Committee  of  the  Winnington  House  Youth  Centre,  Northwich,  has  agreed  to  the 
Club  being  hold  on  its  promises  when  their  new  Club  comes  into  use  early  next 
year.  The  Management  Committee  has  also  agreed  to  its  full-time  leader 
Mr.  Peter  Belk  assuming  overall  responsibility  for  the  running  of  the  Club. 
Attendance  averages  between  thirty  and  thirty  five  per  session  and  when  the 
move  to  Winnington  House  takes  place  there  will  be  a  weekly  meeting  as  opposed 
to  fortnightly  meetings  at  present. 

Another  provision  which  is  being  looked  into  for  the  younger  mentally 
handicapped  is  a  Play  Group. 

Employment  provides  many  difficulties  for  people  in  the  ordinary  course 
of  events,  but  for  the  handicapped  there  are  additional  difficulties.  Their 
particular  needs  have  to  bo  taken  into  consideration  and  these  can  affect 
employer  and  staff  as  much  as  the  patient.  An  aspect  of  the  work  of  a  Mental 
Welfare  Officer  which  assumes  considerable  importance  is  the  ability  to 
stimulate  the  desire  to  work  and  having  done  this,  to  help  find  suitable 
employment  for  them.  Co-operation  with  employers  is  very  good  in  the  area. 

During  the  year  the  Service  again  took  part  in  Mental  Health  ’Week,  which 
is  sponsored  by  National  Voluntary  Organisations  connected  with  Mental  Health 
and  supported  by  Local  Health  Authorities.  The  emphasis  on  this  occasion  was 
on  careers  in  the  professions  that  make  up  the  psychiatric  service  and  on 
attracting  recruits  to  do  voluntary  service.  A  Mental  Health  Week  Committee 
was  formed  and  this  was  Chaired  by  Mr.  M,  Burrows,  Principal  of  Hartford 
College  of  Further  Education.  A  portable  careers  exhibition  was  taken  round 
the  senior  schools  and  at  the  end  of  the  week  there  was  a  static  exhibition 
at  Hartford  College.  These  aroused  considerable  interest.  There  wore  also 
two  public  meetings,  one  in  Wins ford  and  one  in  Northwich.  These  wore  not  as 
well  attended  as  the  previous  year  and  when  considering  the  purport  of  the 
Theme  for  next  year,  it  may  be  necessary  to  think  of  a  different  way  to  approach 
the  public.  The  two  Training  Centres  were  also  opened  to  the  general  public.

The  work  of  the  Centre  is  devoted  to  enabling  the  children  to 
progress  as  far  as  their  limitations  will  allow.  The  approach  to  3R 
work  continues  throughout  whilst  the  children  enjoy  relaxation  in 
music  and  movement,  art  and  constructive  play.  Emphasis  is  paid  to 
the  development  of  good  social  behaviour  by  the  children. 

The  usual  Christmas  celebrations  were  held  and  enjoyed  by  participants 
and  spectators  alike. 

Girls  from  Hartford  Secondary  Modem  School  attend  three  mornings 
per  week  as  part  of  their  Social  Studies  programme  and  are  very  helpful. 
Our  girls  have  enjoyed  the  pleasure  of  physical  education  at  their 
school  each  Wednesday  afternoon. 


ADULT  TRAINING  CENTRE 


Mr.  Boocock,  Superintendent  of  the  Adult  Training  Centre  reports  as 

follows : 

During  the  past  year  continued  progress  has  boon  maintained  in  the 
social  and  work  training  programme  at  the  Northwich  Adult  Training  Centre. 
In  the  field  of  domestic  and  general  housework  skills,  the  adaptation  of 
a  small  room  into  a  flat  has  proved  a  great  success.  Encouragement  of 
self-help  and  pride  in  achievement  is  evident  in  the  attitudes  of 
trainees  to  this  innovation. 

Whilst  social  and  work  activities  continue  to  progress  together, 
physical  education  is  by  no  moans  neglected.  P.E.  sessions  are  geared 
to  the  trainees  capabilities  to  enable  then  to  gain  the  maximum 
benefits  both  physically  and  educationally,  i.e.  spatial  judgement, 
perception  and  anticipation. 

At  all  tines  trainees  are  encouraged  in  speech  and  to  express  their 
own  particular  viewpoint  in  all  subjects. 
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The  work  training  programme  encompasses  a  wide  variety  of  skills 
each  with  a  definite  value.  Craft  activities  include  woodwork, 
upholstery  and  decorative  wire  manipulation.  Industrial  contract 
work  is  also  executed  hy  trainees  -  such  work  provides  an  identifi¬ 
cation  with  industry  and  helps  to  infuse  trainees  with  a  sense  of 
community. 

The  standard  of  work  in  all  operations  is  high  and  output  in  the 
assembly  of  electrical  components  has  increased  well  beyond  initial 
expectations. 

Full  integration  of  the  sexes  is  incorporated  in  all  activities 
and  the  value  of  this  is  reflected  in  improved  social  behaviour. 

December  saw  the  event  of  the  annual  Xmas  Party  and  everyone, 
without  exception,  thoroughly  enjoyed  the  festivities.
